G reatest 
Navy Is Passed 


(By Staff Correspondent.) 
ashington, D.C., June 1.—[Special.} 
—The seflate today passed the naval 
appropriation bill.enabling the admin- 
istration to go forward with the pro- 
gram designed to make the United 
States the foremost sea power in the 
world. The vote was 54 to 17. 

The net result of nearly a month's 
bombardment by the opposition was a 
reduction of $2,500,000 from the ap- 
Propriations recommended by the na- 
val committee. The total of the bill 
as it now stands is $494,000,000, an in- 
crease of approximately $98,000,000 
over the house bill and $61,000,000 
more than the total of last year’s navy 
bill. 

The measure now goes to confer- 
ence for the smoothing out of fhe 
$98,000,000 difference between the sen- 
ate and house. A long deadlock is in 
prospect. 

Borah Amendment Wins. 

The s@nate bill has a twofold object. 
In the first place, it is intended to 
serve notice upon the world that the 
United States is ready to go the limit 
in building fighting ships if any other 
natiofi cares to enter into competition. 
In the second place, through the unan- 
imous adoption of the Borah amend- 
ment, it opens the way for other na-

curtailing naval construction and re- 
ducing naval expenditures. 

Among those who voted for the bill 
was Senator Borah of Idaho, who led 
the fight for refuction of the appro- 
priatio He said that he would sup- 
port the bill because he had high hopes 
of results from his amendment re- 
questing the President to enter into 
negotiations with Great Britain and 
Japan for a naval building holiday. 


Vote Down King’s Offers. 
A motion by Senator King, Utah, 
Democrat, to recommit the bill to the 
naval committee with instructions to 
cut off $100, 000,000 was defeated, 43 
to 25.

The Frisco rallroad is known 
to have suffered considerable prop- 
erty loss. Engine crews were at work 
early in the battle area in an effort 
to save the empties on the sidings, 
some of which, however, were de- 
stroyed by the fire. ;

Vivid Story of Riot. 

Oklahoma City, Okla., June 1.—Mute 
evidence of the fury of the race clash 
was borne by a St. Louis and San 
Francisco passenger train which ar- 
rived here today from the east. Many 
of the windows in one of the coaches 
had feen shot out and the sides of the 
coaches were scarred by bullets. None 
of the passengers was injured. 

J. BE. Ligas, a traveling salesman, 
gave a vivid account of the fighting in 
the vicinity’ of the station. 

“The fighting seemed to center 
around the. station,” he said. “The 
place was virtually besieged from 10 
o'clock last night. A number of 
women and children huddled terror 
stricken in the womeri’s rest room and 
crouched behind marble wainscoating 
seeking protection from bullets. 

“ Pullman cars standing in the yards 
were fired on and the windows shat- 
tered. Passengers left their berths 
and lay flat on the floor in the aisles. 
There was a lull in the firing when 
a passenger train pulled in and women 
and children alighted. Then the firing 
began again. 

“Bodies of three Negroes were ly- 
ing in front of the station when the 
train arrived.”

LONDON.—One hundred thousand 
equipages make exodus from London 
to Derby with big airship acting as 
traffic cop, owing to trains not running.

GOES ON A SPREE 


Crazy Money Rates 
‘Alarm Allies.

PARIS, June 1.—The wildly fluctu- 
ating exchange rates threaten to make 
Germany pay many millions in excess 
of the reparations demanded in the 
Paris accord or else to force the allies 
to face the loss of colossal amounts 
below the figures reckoned on when 
132,000,000,000 gold marks was the (total 
agreed or. 

The reparations eemmission over- 
looked devising means for protection 
on exchange rates in computing Ger- 
many’s payments, but since the first 
| 000,000, 000 ‘gold marks have been de- 
livered by Germany the commissioners 
are feverishly seeking some solution. 

_In All. Moneys. 

Germany paid the first billion accord- 
ing to the exchange rates existing on 
May 23. All rates were affected, as 
the billion was paid partly in dollars, 
pounds sterling, French, Swiss, and 
Belgian francs, Italian lire, Dutch fio- 
rins, Scandinavian crowns, and Spanish 
pesetas. Since then the pound and dol- 
lar have been strengthened and the 
Scandinavian currencies have advanced 
sharply. Tho Dutch rate has fallen 
slightly, the lira dropped a point, and 
the peseta has gained a fraction. 

The reparations commission met to- 
day to consider the point, and it is be- 
lieved the loss must be borne by the 
allies. 


Makes Up Exchange Deficit. 


Germany announced today that a fur- 
ther payment of 15,000,000 in gold 


.\marks'will be made tomorrow to make 


up the original 150,900,000 gold marks 
in gash demanded by the allies. Owing 
to the depreciation in exchange rates 
this original payment only totaled 14v,- 
000,000 gold marks. 

Dr. Mayer, chief of the German repa- 
rations section, today announced that 
Germany would be ready to take up 
one $10,000,000 bond within a few days, 
and the Berlin banks are now gather- 
ing up foreign securities for that 
amount preparatory to sending them 
to Paris. The members of the repara-

FREEDOM FOR THE 
PHILIPPINES. 


Gen. Wood‘and Cameron Forbes were sent to the 
Philippines to discover what the conditions are in 
the islands, what the Filipinos want, and whether 
it Would be good for them to have what they 
want. This, when it is discovered, does not touch 
the main American consideration. That is not 
what would be good for the Filipinos but what 
would be good for the United States. | 

The Philippine nation as now administered is the 
Achilles’ heel of America. It is exposed to the 
only nation with which we have serious con- 
troversies. Japan is the only nation with which 
we have issues which conceivably might cause war. 
The Philippines represent our greatest military 


disadvantage and Japan’s greatest advantage. |- 


They offer the worst battlegrounds we could find 
and the best Japan could find. | 

Any time this potential enemy wants to do so he 
can make us fight where he wants to fight. He. 
has the choicé of time and place and that choice 
may be the guarantee of success. , 

The Filipinos say they want us to relinquish con- 
trol over them. A few, thoughtful or timid, wise 


or prudent. want us to continue to educate Fill- 


pinos, spend money on them, protgct them from 
foreign dangers, and keep’ them from internal dis- 
turbances. These are very prosperous men who 
ve the conservatism of wealth. The great ma- 
(jority of Filipinos say we have promised them thdir 
independence and should do as we said we would do. 
"Here is where a nation for once can be both 
altruistic and realistic.. It ean be the noble Ifb- 
erator and it can be a sane conservator of its own 
interests. -It can get out of the Philippines. It 
can ge the Filipinos their freedom and it can 
protect its own security. The Japanese say they 
want us to n in the Philippines. They are a 
wise people. They want us where they have us. 
It is good for them and bad for America. 

The United States has raised a generation of 
Filipino voters. It has put them through schools. 
It has given them an, ordered government. It has 
taught them how to make laws, how to preserve 
order, to conduct sanitation, to prevent plagues, to 


keep wild tribes under control, to avoid religious 
ii wars, etc. It has trained a complete generation 


and it has done so with the idea of making an 
orderly, prosperous, productive land for the enjoy- 
ment of the people who occupy it. + 

It has been a fine piece of administration, and we 
are not sorry that the United States has added it 


| to the American record. It is done. We now want 


to make the record complete by giving this recon- 
structed land to the people who inhabit it. They 


| have a going concern. They ought to be able to 
/keep it going and they say they want to try it. 


We ought to shorten our lines. We ought to get 
out of a place which we cannot or will not defend 
and which we ought not to be obliged to defend. 
We ought te ‘withdraw from possible battlefields 
where we should be weakest and Japan strongest. 


A PATH TO PROSPERITY. 


Revival of industry and recovery of prosperity in 
the United States wait chiefly upon two develop- 
ments. One is the revival of domestic demand; the 
other is the improvement of foreign markets: The 
former is in a way dependent upon the latter, as 
domestic purchasing power cannot be recovered 
fully without foreign demand for Anierican agri- 
cultural and manufactured goods which will give 
farmers a profit and workingmen jobs. 

A moment’s study of the reports of our diminish- 
ing exports for the last year will convince the most 
skeptical that the value of our staple agricultural 
products is below production costs because foreign 
countries ane not buying them in any quantities to 
compare with two or four years ago. It will prove 
also that hundreds of factories are idle and hun- 
dreds of thousands of workmen cut off from work 
and.the income which makes prosperity because 
Europe is not purchasing their products. 

This being the case, it would seem only logical to 
regain and extend our foreign market by any legit- 
imate methods within our power. Senator Edge of 
New Jersey, author of the Edge bank law, again 
points out one such method. His idea is to have 


‘| American bankers lend money to foreign countries 


with the stipulation that it shall be used only for 
the purchase of American goods. Securities issued 
to provide such credits, he asserts, would be eagerly 
seized by American investors, large and small, in 
the knowledge that they would not only be making 
a substantial investment but wotild be contributing 


to their own prosperity through a revival of busi- 
ness. 


Some such a plan appears to be necessary. Our 
European markets are virtually paralyzed.. They 
cannot get on their feet without our help. By help- 
ing them we help ourselves. Yet the granting of 
large foreign loans without stipulation that the 
money shall be spent here merely allows our debt- 
ors to buy in great quantities from competitors of 
American industry. The plan outlined by Senator 
Edge keeps American money in America, but starts 
American goods toward world markets. It should 
have the support of our leading financial institu- 
tions and of

- one bushel out of fourteen went for freight. 
In April, 1921, the market value of wheat was 
$1.36%4 a bushel. The freight charge from Chicago 
to New York was 26 cents a bushel. This means 
that one bushel out of every five and a quarter 
went to pay freight. 

At the new price, $1.85 per bushel, only one-seventh 
of the wheat shipped goes to pay freight. The case of 
corn, however, is worse yet, and with less of an offset, 
since corn has not risen in price as much as wheat 
during the last few days. At the time-the association 
took stock of the situation, two bushels of corn out of 
every five shipped from Chicago to New York went 
to pay freight. 

The farmers are presenting these figures to show 
that freight rates are too high, and one must admit 
that they make a strong case. With the prices of 
farm products at their present level, freights on those 
products are too high to be productive. But the farm- 
ers, Without directly intending it, have made a still, 
stronger case for the St. Lawrence waterway. 

With that waterway in operation, grain can be. car- 
ried from lake ports to salt water at less than half 
the present rail charges. The saving thus effected 
will go almost entirely to the farmers. So long as 
we export grain,’ the price in our own market is 
fixed by that of the surplus which goes abroad and 
the price abroad is regulated by world competition. 
Everything which enables the Ameri¢hn farmer to 
reach that market more cheaply adds to his income— 
and there is no bigger or more needed task just now 
than to encourage American farming. ?

STOCK 
CHARGE 


N. Y. Exchange Is Called 


“Trust.” 


New York, June 1.—Charges that 
many large fire insurance companies 
speculated extensively in the stock 
market, using funds paid in by the pol- 
icyholders, and accusations that the 
New York Fire Insurance exchange 
used despotic methods in dealing with 
sprinkler firms not associated with the 
alleged sprinkler combine, featured the 
testimony at today’s hearing of the 
legislative committee investigating the 
building trust. 

Samuel Deutchberger, chief state ex- 
aminer of the fire insurance compan- 
jes, testified that some companies had 
indulged in more than 1,000 individua 
transactions on the stock market in 
one year. The witness testified that 
such companies were permitted to in 
vest reserve surpluses in any solvent 
“Sky Is Limit.” ‘ 
“Virtually making the sky the lim- 
commented Samuel Untermyer, 
chief counsel for the investigating com- 
mittee, who directed the examinations 


. of the witnesses. 


Deutchberger said fire insurance 


» companies, prohibited from inyesting 
_ in real estate itself, were evading this 


law by investing in real,estate com- 
panie&. 


The witness described alleged efforts | 


of the New York Fire Insurance ex- 
change to prevent the introduction 
here of a certain system of sprinklers 
because, he stated, t company was 
not a member of the ed sprinkler 
combine. Buildings equipped with the 
system, he said, received no reduction 
in fire insurance rates, whereas build- 
ings using sprinklers approved by the 
exchange were sometimes reduced as 
much as 90 per cent. Althuugh the 
case was referred to the attorney gen- 
eral in March, 1920, there had been no 
decision. - 
Others Make Same Charge. 

William M. Johnsto1, chief engineer 
of the United Service company, which 
holds a franchise to operate an auto- 
matic fire dlarm service in’ New York, 
deciared his company’s business in

HARDING FINDS 
AMPLE CREDIT 
FOR THE NATION 


Farmer and I in 
Good Shape. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., June 1.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Ample credit is available for 
the financing of agriculture and indus- 
try, according to Gov. W. P. G. Hard- 
ing of the federal reserve board, who 
has just returned from a trip through 
the agricultural and industrial sec- 


tions of the middle west and south. 

Gov. Harding expressed the belief 
that the most trying period of the 
world-wide readjustment of trade and 
prices has been passed and that the 
country is on the road to recovery. 
He said that bankers everywhere re- 
gard the credit situation as no longer 
a factor of uncertainty or concern in 
the financing of the new crops 


Plenty of Farm Workers. 

“T traveled through Wl is, Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Oklahoma, Arkansas, 
Tennessee, and Alabama, stopping at 
one or more eities in each state,” said 
Gov. Harding. “Everywhere I saw 
and heard of great activity on the 
farms and abundance of farm labor. 
Apparently every acre of land culti- 
vated heretofore is being utilized this 
year, with better crop diversification 
than usual. 

“The more optimistic sentiment 
which prevailed everywhere was most 
gratifying. The bankers and business 
men of these sections are looking for 
a trade revival in the autumn and 
seemed to have no doubt that there 
would be ample credit for both agricul- 
tural and trade requirements.” 


. Opposes Change in Laws. 

Suggestions that the federal reserve 
act be amended to lengthen the pres- 
ent six months’ limitation on agricul- 
tural and live stock paper eligible for 
rediscount at federal reserve banks 
were opposed by Gov. Harding before 
the house committee on banking and 
currency.
